Dear Sir, 

I have not been able to decide upon all of Your Ferns. Most of them I 
can identify, some of them are clearly new and yet undescribed, and some of them 
may be described, but I can not recognize them. If you will kind by ■ permit me 
to say so, this is partly because the Ferns were mostly gatherea m October, so, 
late in the season that the delicate indusia of the sori were often lost. Another 
defect was the usual absence of any portion of the root stock, which is an im¬ 
portant part of the fern, and very often quite indispensable for proper study. 
Even if a specimen of fern is probably of a new species，it is not save to name 
and describe it without some knowledge of the rootstock. For good specimens 
ferns ought to be gathered after they have attained their full growth, but before 
the indusia have began to wither. When the rootstock is small, it ought to be 
dried with the frond, if it is too large，then it may be split lengthwise, and so 
enough of it preserved to show its character, and the native of the scales which 
cover the young fronds. I will now give you the result of ray studies over your 
specimens.

This (No.11)comes near to A. unitrorum，& A. ivoodivardioicles in the character 
of the sorus, but differs from both in the shape of the pinnules and segments. 27. 
Asplenium (§ Athyrium) not Aspl. nipponicum as you have matched it, for it is 
rauch too large and too compound.1 nave nothing like it in my collection . (や 
まいぬわらび ？） Next come the species of the section Diplazium ， and these I fail 
to do anything with. 6. is the nearest of all to Aspl. Japonicum ， Thunb., but is 
coarest & haevier. ( みやまのこき、 9 しだ ？） Next come 15,8 and 9, all different though 
near each other,19 and 39 are also Divlazia and I tnmx 16 is also, although the 
indusia are so withered* that I can not be certain of it. The Polypodia of Hooker 
and Bakers first three sections, Phegopteris，Cyrtomiphlebium and Goniopteris. I 
do not consider to be Polypodia at all, but I follow Mettenxus in recognizing the 
genus Phegopteris. In your fern I think Nos. 3, and 41 are in Phegopteris (34. has 
an indusium so is a Nephrodium or Aspidium 1 think 33 is a good new species. 
41.I am doubtful! about, within it may not be an Aspidium which has lost off 
all the indusia. In Aspiclium I place all that Hooker & Baker have in both As¬ 
pidium and Nephrodium 一 7. is not Woodsia but I think is an Aspidium near to 
A. Lonchitis but the sori are so old that I can tell nothing about it with any 
certainty. ( たちでんだ？ ） 13. is very close to Aspidium Cornu-Ce‘rn ， Don ， which 
Hooker thought was a deformed state of A. aristaium var.

■of A. Filix-mas ， but having the veinlets all simple. This I would venture to 
name & describe if 1 had a rootstock, & a siuting frond collected before the in¬ 
dusia began to wither.
